RELEASED ON BOND 
AFTER JNDICTMENT 

Rose Ik Released on I&000 Bond at 
Lexington — March Is Buried 
This Afternoon. 

George Rose, constable, who shot 
and killed E. L. March, Thursday af- 
ternoon at 4:15 o'clock, was released 
on $5,000 bond Friday afternoon, less 
than 30 minutes after an Indictment, 
charging him with murder, had been 
returned by the Fayette grand jury. 

The indictment against Rose was re- 
turned to the court at 2:30 o'clock and 
at 2 : 50 o'clock Rose was released from 
the county jail. 

Trial of Constable RoBe was set for 
Wednesday morning, October 13, by 
Circuit Judge Charles Kerr following 
the release of Rose on bond. Rose en- 
tered a plea of not guilty to the charge 
his attorney, Harry Miller, represeni- 
ing him In the court room. 

Mr. Rose waived examining trial and 
the case was immediately referred tr> 
the grand Jury'. 

Dpon agreement among counsel and 
with Judge Kerr the bond was fixed fit 
$5,000. Mr. Rose's bond was signed b>' 
his brother, Alex Rose. Following hi < 
release Rose went to his home on Wes t 
Second street. Here many of his 
friends visited him during the after- 
noon. He refused to make any state- 
ment concerning the shooting and dlr- 
cusses It only with his attorneys.

CO-OPERATION OF PARENTS 
SOUGHT BY HEALTH OGFICER 

Dr. Reynolds Irges Parents to Call 
Physicians at Illness of Children 
To Help Stop Epidemics. 

Dr. Frank Reynolds, Mason County 
Health Officer, today Issued an appeal 
to the parents of school children in 
the city asking that they take no 
chances on the Illness of their chil- 
dren. 

Dr. Reynolds pointed out that both 
measler nnd scarlet fever had develop- 
ed Into epidemics in Maysville and 
Mason county. He said the diseases 
wore in such mild form that the chil- 
dren were not made violently 111 mil 
that in many cases the parenls had 
not seen fit to call In their family phy- 
sician. These children nevertheless 
have the disease and go about the 
neighborhood spreading the disease to 
other children who may develop the 
disease In a more serious form. 

The Health Officer, In view of these 
facts, urges upon all parents to call 
their family physician ns soon as their 
children become ill and keep them 
from school until It. Is learned whether 
or not they have the light form of 
either of these diseases. If the child 
has either measles or scarlet fever, the 
family physician will promptly report 
it to the Health Officer and a quaran- 
tine will be established. In this way 
only, Or. Reynolds sets out. will the 
present epidemic be stopped.

PATROL SYSTEM ON 
COUNTY ROADS IS TO 
BEADOPTEDATONCE 

(Jermantown Pike Will Be First Pike 
In Masou County Put Under the 
Patrol System By County Com. 
mlssloners as Experiment. 

County Judge Purnell and the Coun- 
ty Commissioners have decided to 
adopt the patrol system on some of 
the Mason county pikes as rapidly as 
they are put in good condition. They 
have studied the matter very closely 
and have sought the advise of expert 
road men on the question and finally 
they have reached the conclusion that 
the only way to keep a road in first 
class condition after It has been put 
in good shape is to employ the patrol 
system. 

The Germantown pike has recently 
been put In first class condition from 
this city to the town of Germantown 
and they propose to make this road 
an experiment In Mason county. They 
will immediately employ a man with a 
small automobile truck to take over 
the complete care of this road from 
Maysvllle to the Mason county line. 
He will be expected to go over the en- 
tire road carefully all the time filling 
up holes as they come in the pike and 
keeping It carefully cared for at all 
times. 

The commissioners propose to adopt 
this system on other main thorough- 
fares In the county as rapidly as these 
pikes are again put In first class con- 
dition and they have reached the con- 
clusion that they can more successful- 
ly keep the roads In better condition 
at the smallest amount of expense 
through this system. The system has 
worked well in other localities.

All of these 
facts, Chief Ort says, will be turned 
over to the Federal authorities.

Family Brawl Shows I'p MoouhMuc 
Still In Home of Wlmlngton 
Negro. 



The lesson comprises two events In 
the life of Christ— His baptism and 
temptation. Connected with His bap- 
tism Is tbe descent of the Holy Spirit, 
In the form or appearance of a dove, 
and the voice saying: "This is my be- 
loved son in whim I am well pleased." 
When Jesus came to John the Baptist 
to be baptised, John declined to do so, 
saying: "I have need to be baptized of 
thee." And Jesus said: "Suffer It to 
be so now, for thus it behooveth ub to 
fulfill all righteousness." Baptism is 
an outward form or symbol of an in- 
ward cleansing. But Jesus needed no 
inward cleansing, so It did not mean 
to Him what it means to others. 

Jesus was our great high priest to 
make atonement, for the sins of the 
world. He was circumcised, accord- 
ing to the law, thus "fulfilling all 
righteousness." The priests were set 
apart for their sacred office by a cere- 
monial baptism, so Jesus to "fulfill all 
righteousness" was set apart or dedi- 
cated to the office of priest by his bap- 
tism. John said, that he who sent him 
to baptise with water, the same said 
unto him that on whom the spirit 
should descend and remain, He is the 
Son of God. The descent of the Holy 
Spirit on Jesus was to show John that 
this Jesus was the Christ, the Son of 
God. It was, also, the divine annoint- 
lng for His work. 

The Bible tells us that Jesus was 
tempted in all points as we are tempt- 
ed.

Declares in an Interview That 
« Present High Prices Can Be 
Reduced by Votes.

Mrs. Coolidge sat in » day coach on 
a slow local train between Boston and 
Northampton and talked about her 
huBband, her children, the high cost of 
living and the domestic problem. The 
conductor and the brakeman Hopped 
as they want through the car to talk 
to bar.

"Too many people are afraid of 
work," she thinks Is the fundamental 
reason for the high cost of living and 
the much discussed domestic problem. 

"1 think the only thing the women 
of (be country can do now 
with the quiet conviction of one who 
bas thought It all out, "Is to vote foi 
the men whom they think will make the 
right laws and see that they are en 
forced. They have done a.11 they can 
In the borne. I think the reason there 
Is so much sugar on hand now is be 
cause people are doing without it In 
their homes. 

Women Have Done Their Share. 

"American women have done, and 
■till are doing, their full share. They 
have sacrificed and saved and substl 
tuted and made over. But that isn't 
enough. They'll have to vote the high 
cost of living down. 

"Here In New England, where It ,1s 
a little bard for us to give up pie," she 
laughed at the tradition that has be- 
come a Joke, "we have learne4 to use 
all kinds of cheaper substitutes for 
butter and lard, andfln my own house- 
hold we have experimented with dif- 
ferent fruit combinations to find some- 
thing we like and that will take the 
least sugar. Apples mnst be tart to 
make good pies, but we have found 
that blueberries take less sugar and 
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cox.
